You are hereby notified to meet at town hall in said 
Wentworth on Tuesday, the 11th day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects:

3 To see how much money more than required by 
law the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
highways. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money sufficient to secure State aid on trunk 
line construction. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money sufficient to get State aid on construc- 
tion of highway. 

6. To see of the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money for electric lights. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to have its bonded 
officers give bonds through some surety company each 
year until such vote be rescinded. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money, if necessary. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to allow the select- 
men to distribute the inventory blanks when they take 
the inventory in April.

School Report 


The schools of this year have not been of the usual 
length owing to so much sickness. Due to the ad- 
vance in price in teachers’ salaries and supplies we 
thought it best to run the schools only 28 weeks. 
The fiscal scholastic year closes August 31 instead 
of February 16, and as the town report of last year 
was made out February 16, it makes a shorter report 
this year but the rest will be in next year’s report. 
~The town voted to raise $175 for superintendent’s 
salary, but owing to the advance in wages we were 
obliged to pay $225. 

We have had as a whole a very successful school 
year under the new supervisory control. Under him 
the schools are being brought up to a more uniform 
state and we consider it very satisfactory. 

Mrs. Grace Johnson was hired in the spring of 
1918 with the understanding that she should have 
$12 per week and tuition for one child.
